two years, has rcleased two hundred and five mil-
lions of oapital, previoualy Invested in United States
5-208, and left this sum, or nearly the whole of It {as
few of the bonda redeemed have been drawn from
Europe), free to the encotiragement and extension
of our great Raliway system. In preof of the
effect of this pollcy, we may [nstance that
in 1369, no less than six theusand miles, and,
in 1870, about eight thousand miles of new Hoads, or
Roads not previously compieted, have been added
T0 this unexampled monumént of Amerioan enter-
prise. Bul withal there 18 o large and wholly dif-
ferent field of investment, which ought not to be,
and, we belleve, will not be, disturbed by Railway
undertakings, however wide the difference in the
rates of Intorest which they promise to pay, as com-
pared with the Public Funas, bearing five or alx
per cent, in Grold, free of all taxation, and subject
to no contingencies or periodical embarrass-
monts, even assuming them Lo be temporary,
and not chrompie in thelr natare, to wlieh
most  corporaie undertakings ure necea-
garlly  subject, In the wevent of such
drawbacks, the higher rate of intersst wonld wolgh
but little sgulust tne consideration of stable and ga-

erior security, This higher rate, whether we call
t 6, or 7, or S per cent. per aunum, certainly justi-
fled the risk of baylng Rallway Mortgages as an in-
vestimenl, to a certaln measure, of the avallable
wellth of the private purchaser; hut it 18 scarcely
prudent tnat his whole means, it he has retired
Irom Active business Lo live upon his iIncome, should
be left subject to the contingencies that necessarily
surround this class of investmeot. Leastof all is 1t
desirable that moneyed vorporations navinf to do
with trust fnnds or gavings fands shouid be led into
the temptation of Jarge Interest on Rellway Mort-
gages, City and County Bonds, or Bond ana Mort-
gage on unimproved Real Eatate at faaccy valuations,
when the very nature and oblipgations of thelr busi-
nesa imply the duty of selecting the h lghest seon-
rity, at moderate rates of income, rather than in-
dulging in the chances of makiog wore ingome with
Jess gecurity.

Advantage 18 taken 'by some of our Bankers
engaged Iu placing Railway bonds, of the probabliity
thnt the United States 5-208 may be oalled in for re-
demption at no distant day, to advise the holders to
convert this security fnto thelr own. They promise
the same or a higher rate of Interest in Goldata
fuch lower price, They urge the 0-20 holders to
make certain of the difference at once, which it ia
gald they can do without impeliring, by the change,
the perfect seourity of the investment, We doubt
the wisdom or prudence of such counsel, It may
be given in all goodd falth,but assuredly it 18 advice not
proger to be taken by that class of qulet, well-to-do

I?Ie who are accustomed to hold and to prefer the
mh fe Funds of the United States a8 an unfalling
gonree of steady lncome, asa rising security in the
confldence of the whele world, and as an investment
to which they subsoribed, perhaps o the darkest
hours of the nation’s trial, or atthe close of the
great war, and which has been growing stronger
and in higher appreclation ever since., We do not
propose to institute comparisons, where (n one sense
there can be none; but we make [ree to say to this
class of holders, even If thelr 5205 should be re-
funded fnto b per cents, the Government seourity had
best mat  be parted with, The very fact that
the Government can borrow of others at
a lower raw glgnittcant of the sgaperlior
gafety of (ta  Bonds, and 1t would
sciarcely be pogsible to make these prudent people
feel a8 comlortable or secare with any other bonds,
Rowever hright the prospect may be made tolook for
prompt payment of intercst throngh a period of
twenty or thirty years. We could instance, from
our leng experience ad a reporter in Wall street,
many painful cases of disappointment, 8ome of them
of recent occurrence, where Jarge promises and
groat expectations, hased In good part en Aislin-
guished names 1n negotiation, and equally distin-
guished names in management, have turned to ashes
after a few yearsof fat dividends, by some freak of
fortune, or gudden turn of bad luck, incident te, If
not inseparable from, the undertakings involved.
To men of wealth who are constantly on the look-
ont for “‘specuintions™ In the street, and oan afford
to risk part of their means for the chances of
extra profit or extra dividends, such disappoint-
ments come in the way of business, but it i8 not so
with well-to-do people, in clty and country, who
geldom vislt the Stock Exchange, and who for a
quiet life had hest keep thelr money at 6 per cent.
